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The Confederation Debates 

The great Confederation debate com- 
menced on Wednesday and bids fair to 
outlive another wook. Perhaps its ohiof 
novelty is found in the circumstance 
of the principal offioors of the Govern* 
ment standing up as tbo bold advocates 
of a cause they formerly opposed or — 
to give thorn tho full benefit of their 
explanations— delayed. Tho Attorney 
General, on behalf of the Government, 
' opened the bull.' with a speech which, 
it not oloquont, wa8 characterised by 
considerable ability and force of argu- 
ment. The history of the ugitiuiou 
was briefly trnced, the Government 
caso was fairly and frankly stated; an^ 
tho general advantages of union wore 
contrasted ..with tho disadvantages of 
Isolation with considerable fo"eo and 
perspicuity. Tho Attorney General 
was followed by Dr Jlelmeken, who, in 
order to be consistent with tho past, 
was intonriistont, with tho present. 
Everybody expects the Doctor to bo 
interesting and amusing even when be 
is qparreiing with faots. Those who 
heard* 1 bim on Wednesday must have 
felt that ho.wiis conscious of tho rotten- 
ness of his cuuse — that ho 'spoke bis 
piece' r'aihor than expressed bis con- 
vioiicns. Tho lino of argument was as 
stale n3 tho propositions were failncioun, 
and although tho effort found occasional 
relief in sallios of wit, it was evidently 
a sort of f'orloru hope. Indeed, if it 
had not boon for tho startling allusion 
to Annexation which it contained, the 
last great effort of tho la^t great anti- 
Coufoderate would have evoked but 
little interest. Tho intimation, boldly 
made by a Cabinot Minister, that there 
might bo another itsuo besides Con- 
federation submitted to the pooplo at 
' the general election fell like a thundor- 
bolt iu the Government runks,and rmje 
the independent supporters of an assum- 
ed Confederation administration look very 
much as if they had been botrayed. It 
was not an unreasonable request that 
/ the flouso should bo informod whether 
* or not the policy of tho Government 
» had been correctly /jrshadowed by one 
£ of its members. Tho House bad not 
{£> long to wait, The debate was resumed 
'•; on Thursday by the Gbief Commissioner 
C' in a 6pcech which did credit aliko to 
£ head and heart. Clear, argumentative 
«•' and convincing, ho carried both tho 
House and tho gallery with him, and 
sut down amidst enthusiastic applause. 
To say that tbo Chief Commissioner's 
speech was .the mosteffsctive can neither 
excite jealousy nor inflict wrong. Bo» 
(fi r o.KiH trenchant arguments tho ' men 
like grain before the soy the of the mow. 
er. Especially wero the advantages ot 
Confederation, as contrasted with thoso 
claimed Ly Annexationists, presented 
in a dear and forcible light, while he 
administered a merited and scathing re- 
buke to those who bad offered wanton 
insulc to a people their ignoranoo of 
whom could only bo exceeded by their 
Impertinence. Mr Holbrook followod 
in a speech the greatett moiit of which 
consisted in a frank and manly uciept- 
anco of the situation. The oration 
delivered by Mr Wood might have been 
impressive had tho propositions or con- 
clusions been either new or corroct. Its 
chief merit lay in tho prefatory ad- 
mis-ion that, as tho speaker claimed 
to represent no one but himself iu the 
House, be would present his individual 
opiuioiis for whatever they were worth. 
Oratorical effort is seldom efl'eotive when 
it relies upon a reiteration of slalo fal- 
lacies. Mr DoCosmos was apparently 
inspired by an ambition to mako a 
groat speech, no succeeded only in 
making a long ore. A great thinker 
has said that 'Egotism is an infirmity 
that porpetuully grows upon a man, 
till at Just ho cannot beur to think of 
anything but himself, nor oven to sup- 
pose that others do.' Tho first half of 
Mi DcCosmos' speech might bo regarded 
ah a -triking exemplification of the truih 
of thiBmnxim. He, | 1!ls bcon sitting like 
the fly o, tho great flj-whoel of Pro- 
gres", ana ?r j etj oin that it turns at last 
because he p.^bod. To do that gentle- 
man full jiisticv however, tho latter half 
of his tedious ha. aIlgu3 conta j„ ed binh 
point and argumo B nd would have 
boon better appreciate, jf u C0Q|(1 h|4Vfl 
been disassociated from t>0 f orm „ r <t\.

Mr Dowdney, in a neat and appropriate 
speech, explained his position, and an- 
nounced himself a oonvi.tit to Confeder- 
ation. Mr Alston delivered a nice little 
speech, in the course ot which ho made 
some exoellont points. Dr Carrel I roso 
as the accustomed h or cf adjournment 
drew near; and although ho labored 
under the disadvantage of addressing a 
wearied and hungry auditory, tho hon 
gentleman elicited Irequont applause by 
the numerous home-thrusts dealt to the 
opposition, and throw the House into 
tho best of humor by his repartee. Dr 
Holraoken roso to explain, and announc- 
ed his intention of supporting the gov- 
ernment terms mid asking lor more in

we believe that it will be to the interest of 
this colony to unite with the progressiva 
colonies to the east. That th<!y are progres- 
sive I assen,and as proof 1 polDt to tho laci 
that previous to Confedera'ion Canada proper 
had expended 8184,000,000 on public works, 
principally in building canals. Up to 18G9 
5170 000,000 had been expended in railways. 
She pays to-day 8300,000 yearly for her 
ocean steam mail service olone, and hor en« 
terprise is followed by her peoplo. Her 
manufactures are increasing yeiirly, and even 
now she is exporting clothe to Eni>lind and 
oompeting there with cheap labor. One 
firm composed of men who landed in Cana- 
da pennyless new h»s 89,000,000 invested in 
ocean steamers, eraployiug 4500 men and 
thus sustaining 22 000 persons. Among the 
objections urged by hon members to Confed- 
eration ia our proximity to tbe United .Mutes. 
This, I hold, is no objeotion. Canadians 
are not taught to fear competition with the 
Doited States. The general fethog there is 
that wo can hold our own [except in point 
of numbers) with her in any direction what, 
over, and it is to her we look lor a great 
portion of our trade, and the advantages of 
guoh trade are mutual. The question il 
often asked: 'VVbat are the immediato beoe- 
flta to be derived by us from Conlederation V 
My reply is that in addition to the amount 
pail u» by way of subsidies, wo will sure 
by a reduction in tho tariff and by import- 
ing Canadian manufnoiuree, a rejy sonsider- 
ablo sum, thus reducing our taxation. Next, 
the terms propose that $1,000,000 be spent 
on a wagon road to be commenced immedi- 
ately and complied in three years, thus 
oausine 8300.000 a V" to bo "pent. Hon 
gantlemen wOii leoolieoi tu.. iu ui, o* anu 
'63 immigration poured is on us eaused by 
the roporl of rioh diBCOVonea io Cariboo 
and ay the knowledge on the pari of those 
coming that the government was spending 
large aums on puolic works, and that tboso 
who failed in the mines might fall back on 
tbe roads to roplenibh itieir pu.ses. and 
many who are now pe.uiaoaut settlers in the 
interior acknowledge that they made iheir 
'farm stake' there. How mu jb mote is this 
likely to ba the cuee il the larger works 
contemplated in tho terms be carried out. 
Then, sir, look at ihe construction of a rail- 
way.' You may judge of the magnitude ol 
tbe work by following the figures 1 propose 
to find. There were employed on the Central 
Pacific at ono lime 25,000 men, mid G0O0 
leams ! GOO tons ol mateiial were forwarded 
doily to tho point of construction— 30 vesiels 
in harbor at one time loided with material 

the wharves at rian Fraucisoo a id Sacru- 

mento loaded with railway iron— 10 loco- 
motives landed and 700 cars built to carry 
od tbe work on couairuction account. No 
less than 30 sawmills in operation at one 
point, at one time. The enterprise lhal set 
this enormous trade in motion is not one ol 
any greater raagn tude than will be the 
work undertaken on this side, and it our 
farmers aDd our population generally do noi 
profit, and that immediately, by lhe carrying 
on of suoh enterprises as these, let them rest 
on their oars, tor 1 kuow ol no siute ol prosper- 
ity tbut can help lham. I contend lhe benefits 
ol Coufedeiation, in these respects at least 
will be immediate. But hon member, have 
said 'the United Stales will derive the Oene- 
hV If tbat argument holds good, why uoi 
tell the merchants ol Wharf street to close 
their doora because foreign minufacturera 
reap a part of the benefit of their trade. 
Better a great deal for the opponents of tbi- 
cau.e to advise the iarmeis io cultivaio every 
inob of their larms and garner up their 
oiops, lor the day assuredly will come when 
tbey will bava ample market lor all they can 
raise. In the statesman ol the Djmiuion we 
have every coufideoce. England has the 
ssme or she would uot commit the well- 
baisg of 4 000,000 of her aubjacta to their 
oire. They can steer ihe good ship Do- 
minion and hold ber on her way. Sue will 
receive many a knock, but It will bo ' bui 
of tbe waves aDd doi tbo rock.'
